On October 23rd, as part of the celebration of the 300th anniversary of the charts 
signing of Old Lyme’s 1st Congregational Church, Linda Legassie conducted an historic 

walking tour to combine "nature’s bounty and Old Lyme’s heritage." Several LAA 

artists participated as local color along the way." The route selected ....follows a portion of 
the ancient Boston Post Road." 

After an opening talk on the architecture and history of the church, a 
stop at the Duck River cemetery for stories of 17th and 18th century 
carvings of headstones, and some fish stories at the Duck River crossing 
on McCurdy Road, we found where Shirley Youngs, Joann BaUinger 
and Cynthia Bourbeau had stationed thdr easds and 
wo-e working on paintings of the marshlands.

The Lyme Art Association enjoyed the 
opportunity to work with Jennifer Perry 
of the Florence Griswold Museum to 
introduce school children of the 
community to their local heritage in the 
arts. 

On two successive Mondays , Octob^ 18 
and 25, Lyme/Old Lyme 6th Grade 
students visited the LAA gallCTies in a 
program sponsored by the Florence 
Griswold Museum and 6th Grade 
Team-Teachers. Linda Legassie talked to 
the groups (7 in all) about the 
architecture and history and gave them 


an introduction to art appreciation with 
the work in the Fall Exhibition as 
background. Rachel Armstrong was on 
hand to further their interest with an 
explanation of "beginning a painting." 
On October 18th, also part of 6th Grade 
Day, Cara Schwartz became the teacher 
of the children’s groups visiting in the 
Chadwick Studio of the F.G. Museum. 
According to Cara, "The object was to 
impart an appreciation for Old Lyme 
American Impressionists esp. William 
Chadwick - to bring history alive.” Using 
Chadwick’s color palette, the children 
learned by participation about color 
relationships and along the way received 
an introduction to pastd with its strength 
of pigmmt and greater accessibility.
